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Massachusetts. Quito likely it is often taken for li. fcnidfuin, var. 
infmiirdiuiii, with which indeed, so far as can l)e judged from her¬ 
barium scries, it seems to int<'rgrade, while at the other end speci¬ 
mens with less and less ol)tus(‘ pinnuh's taper off into B. ohJiquinn. 
The c.xamination of much material, both in the Gray Herl)arium and 
my own collection, has practically convinced me that through this 
form B. ohliquuni. and B. IcntdfiDn, var. nifcnnrdniiii inosculate. 

Gu 
24 Xovemher, 1910, in a grov(‘ of Piiius rifiida in a pasturt; in Sharon, 
iM assaehusetts, 1 cam<; u|)on a cluhmoss which 1 recogniz<‘d as this 
reccntlv de.scrihed varietv, with which 1 had hecome familiar in the 
summer of 1909 in Hillsboro (’ounty, Xew Hampshire. Of the three 
sheets collected, one shei’t (2020), having nim* one-spiketl peduncles 
to one two-s]iiked, must la* called nearly tyj)ica.l mrqd.'iiachyon. The 
other two sheets, which togt'thcr show seven unispicate and nine bi- 
spicate peduncles, are very good ititciruu'diates. In the original de¬ 
scription this variety was recorded from the w<‘st,ern part only of tin* 
state. 
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11 ELI.NTH US sunKHOMHoiDEUs IN Xew Hami’siiihe. — On II 
September, 1908, I collected in fruit along the Grand Trunk Railway, 
about a mile northwest of Gorham, Xew Hampshin*, an unfamiliar 
composite. .V few days Ial(“r, 2.3 S(‘ptember, 1908, Mr. A. H. Moore 
and I found tin* same sjx'cies in the Grand Trunk freight-yards at 
Berlin, Xew Hamiishire. about five mik's from the former locality. 
On 18 July, 1910, tin* Gorham locality was revisit('d ainl the plants 
were found to hav(‘ increased considerably in immlx'rs and to be com¬ 
ing into flower. Spt'cimeiis wt'ia* sent to the Gray Herbarium wla'n* 
Professor Fernald kindly idiaitifital them as Ifrh'dnfhiis sdhrhoidhoidfus 
Rydb., a native' of high j)Iains of the .Xorthwe'st and not hitherto 
reported from tin* range of Gray’s Manual. The e.xistence of two 
stations and the tendency of one of them to spread .suggest that this 
species may l)e e.xpected along the Grand Trunk in adjacent western 
Maine and northeastern W'rmont aiul that it may become a permanent 
addition to our flora. S|)ecimens from both stations are in the her¬ 
barium of the writer and one from tin; Gorham locality has been
